The Eternal Bulls Arrive Early 


New York 

The Preakness may be handled in about 
the time that Citation took to win it. The 
track was very bad. It had been bad on 
Friday morning. and afterward it got two 
or three moderate showers and finally a 
short but drenching rain, just before the 
last race. There were holes in it, train- 
ers told me. and with the more or less in- 
cessant rain. it was difficult to improve ii. 
On Saturday it dried out on top but 
remained heavy and holding underneath. 
Citation’s time looked very bad—it was 
in fact the slowest Preakness at the dis- 
tance—but other horses were running six 
furlongs in 1:19 or so. I'd guess the Pim- 
lico strip ought to have more sand worked 
into it. 

Citation looked like the marvel he ap- 
parently it. and the only time in the race 
that things looked jittery was when Vul- 
tan’s Forge. which surprised me by run- 
ting with Citation for the first quarter- 
mile, made a determined bid at him on 
the far turn. There was an instant roar 
from the crowd, but in two or three sec- 
nds Citation was opening again and it 
Was no contest afterward. 

Pimlico managed to pay 1 to 10 and 
Make its commission and $82.50 in break- 
age, because there was little. if any. pro- 
fessional money involved. Incidentally. I 
was lectured briefly on totalisator term- 
Mology last week. If a pool can pay off 
Within itself. at the cost of part or all of 
the take-out. it is called a “minus break.” 
The term “minus pool” is restricted to a 
Situation in which the track, in addition 
fo losing its commission, has to put up 
Money to pay minimum odds. I’m afraid 
this is like the distinction between a 


match race and a special race; nobody 
will ever make it. 


OPINIONS. Dave Englander. the in- 
ternational trainer who has operated in 
France. Argentina, and North America. is 
back briefly from South America. expects 
to return in the fall. He didn’t bring anv 
horses up with him, a circumstance which 
seems to mark him as definitely. peculiar. 


“The market’s way up down there,” he 


said. “The Venezuelan market is away 
up, better than it’s ever been, and of 


course a lot of horses have been sold to 
North America. Now everybody thinks 
every horse is worth a lot of money. It’s 
hard to get anything that’s any account 
without paying the mint for it.” 

We were discussing *Brisket, which 
was entered for the next day but was 
subsequently scratched. “Very fast,” said 


Englander, “for 1,000 meters or so. But 
\ 
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I don’t think anybody is going to get 
much bringing South American sprinters 
up here. North are 
trained from the beginning to pop out of 
the gate at high speed, and South Ameri- 
can horses aren’t. 


American horses 


I think the horses here 
develop muscles in the process that~ the 
South Americans don’t, and that they can’t 
develop after they're mature horses. I 
know I wouldn't try to bring a sprinter 
up here to compete with these horses.” 
*Brisket could 
have offered a little evidence, but it rained 
next day and the South American sprinter 
came out of the race. 


It sounded reasonable. 


ETERNALLY. The Jockey Club a few 
seasons back decided to stop allowing 
prefixes such as cluttered up pages of the 
stud book with Shasta Alpha, Shasta Beta, 
Shasta Gamma, and so on, and made that 
race a rarity in which only one horse was 
named Valdina Something. It was a good 
idea, because the general effect had been 
confusion. 

But | note that five of the first six win- 
ners by Eternal Bull have been named 
with “Eternal” as a prefix. This isn’t a 
violation of the rule, partly because it 
comes legitimately from the pedigree, and 
partly because the names were picked by 
various people. But the confusion exists, 
just the same. 

There was no confusion at Jamaica, 
however, when it came to splitting Eter- 
nal World from Eternal Dream in the 
Remsen Handicap. The former went off 
at odds-on, and the fact that he had a 
running mate in Swords Town probably 
had little to do with it. Eternal Dream 
was neglected at 22 to 1, but while he 
couldn't do anything with the favorite, he 
was far the best of the others. So Eternal 
Bull ran one-two in the race. and he seems 
to sire extreme precocity and extreme 
speed. You will remember that two sea- 
sons ago he got, in Eternal War, the only 
2-year-old to beat First Flight, so there’s 
nothing new about this year’s crop—there 
just seems to be more of it.

Hollywood Park Puts Electrons 
To Work in New Timing Device 


Los ANGELES 

How new can a look get? We are find- 
ing out at Hollywood Park. where there 
are still the same beautiful lakes. lovely 
flowers. and dimpled goose girls. But that 
is all. You will hardly recognize the 
place. 

Since last summer. some $1.500.000 has 
been spent in improvements (on almost 
everything except the goose girls, who 
needed none. anyway). with the result 
that the Inglewood course. from  back- 
stretch to club house. has acquired a “new 
look.” 

The new club house is a lovely thing. 
and of all the improvements it will prob- 
ably appeal the most to the average custo- 
mer. But to horsemen, race course off- 
cials. and those of us who are daily visi- 
tors and close observers. there are several 
changes that are more important. Not as 
beautiful. perhaps. but mighty useful. 

You will be interested in these. The 
foremost is the new electronic timer. de- 
signed and constructed by Norman W. 
Arnold. a noted physicist and electronic 
consultant for the U.S. Army. The timer 
is an offspring of some fancy gadgets that 
Arnold used during the war for measuring 
the velocity of shells. Its use in racing is 
something entirely new. 

During the recent unpleasantness. John 
R. Maluvius. Hollywood Park’s efficient 
young racing secretary, was stationed at 
various hot such as Manila. Iwo 
Jima. and Okinawa with artillery mainten- 
ance repair teams. In calibrating heavy 
artillery and measuring the velocity of 
shells. they used equipment designed by 
Arnold. Upon his return to the United 
States. Maluvius was sent to the Army’s 
proving grounds at Aberdeen, Md. 

It was there that he met Arnold. a ci- 
vilian employee in the ballistics research 
laboratories of the Army Ordnance De- 
partment. They explored the possibility 
of adapting the basic idea of the equip- 
ment to racing. with the result that Arnold 
was commissioned by Jack Mackenzie. 
general manager of Hollywood Park. to 
design and construct an electronic timer 
for the track. 

Like so many of Hollywood Park’s other 
innovations. the new timer is certain to be 
popular. There is a mass of equipment 
involved, but the public will see only a 
board in the infield on which numbers 
from 0 to 9 are constantly rotating. As 
the horses fly past each quarter-pole. the 
numbers stop at the proper places and the 


spots 
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fractional times are flashed automatically 
on the board. The electronic timer has 


been purchased outright by Hollywood 
Park (at a cost of $40,000). Its perma- 


nent installation was supervised by Arnold, 
who obtained a leave of absence from his 
Army duties to be certain it was done 
right. 


NEW CUSHION. Another major im- 
provement is in the track itself. This 
year the reports from horsemen on _ the 
racing strip that Superintendent Tony 
Hansen has built are excellent. There 
has been a great deal of criticism in the 
past (and perhaps much of it was justi- 
fied) that Hollywood Park was interested 
only in smashing world’s records. Two 
such marks. you will recall. were set last 
summer. 

That was not entirely Hansen’s fault. 
It so happened that last year the Western 
Harness Trots preceded the opening of 
Hollywood Park. Hansen had only a 
week in which to work his track back to 
normal. He never quite made it. but it 
wasn't for lack of trying. The man counts 
a day as lost when he does not put in 
some 20 hours on the job. This year he 
has a track in-which he takes a consider- 
able amount of justifiable pride. 

He first covered the strip with more 
than 1,000 truckloads of chopped straw 
and manure. Then unwashed river bottom 
silt (from a spot Hansen is very myster- 
ious about) was laid over the track. Gradu- 
ally. the straw was disked into the soil to 
form a live, homogeneous cushion. It is a 
good track. Even trainers will say so. 

Hansen is an inventive soul. He is 
always coming up with some new wrinkle. 
His latest wrinkle. however, is aimed to 
remove wrinkles. It is a hydraulic lift 
on a harrow located behind the rear wheels 
of the water wagon. The harrow erases 
the tire tracks of the water carts and re- 
luffs the soil. 


THE BACKSTRETCH,. TOO. In the 
midst of all these improvements, the back- 
stretch has not been neglected. The cafe- 
teria and clubroom have been remodeled, 
and the latter now contains, besides a 
snack bar, small store, and the usual card 
tables, the largest and latest television set 
obtainable. Open air movies will be shown 
in the infield of the training track three 
nights a week. These films will be mostly 
of the standard Hollywood variety, but 
occasionally movies of the races will be 
reviewed and examples of both good and 


bad riding pointed out to ambitious young 
apprentices by experts such as Nick Wall 
and Al Shelhamer. 

Hal Bacon, who has had considerable 
experience as a college coach, has beep 
appointed recreational director and_ will 
be in charge of softball programs and box. 
ing matches. He will be ably assisted by 
the irrepressible Leo Joseph (Hap) 0. 
Connor. who is the No. 1 rooter for any 
event and all contestants. 


SOLID. The many changes extend ty 
the stewards’ stand. where Wendell P. 
Cassidy. a member of one of the Turf’s 
best known families, is the new head of 
the racing department. Wendell is a sop 
of the late Mars Cassidy. and is the older 
brother of Marshall and George. For 
many years, he has been considered one 
of the West Coast’s top officials. Wendel] 
won his spurs in a few moments one after. 
noon not too long ago at Tanforan. He 
was serving as presiding steward for the 
first time. and a race came along that 
invited investigation. It looked like one 
of the jockeys had committed a foul. and 
Cassidy was ready to suspend the guilty 
party. After viewing movies of the race, 
however, Cassidy decided the rider was not 
at fault. and made a trip down to the 
jockeys’ room to apologize. 

It made a lasting impression on. the 
riders. It was, very probably. the first 
time a steward of a race track had ad- 
dressed them in such a tone, and _ they 
have been on his side ever since. 

Cassidy admits that he was 15. vears 
old before he realized that everyone was 
not in racing in one way or another. As 
a youngster he walked hots. exercised 
horses, and rode as an amateur jockey, 
Later he was an assistant starter for his 
dad. He knows racing. 

As a lieutenant colonel in the Army, he 
took part in the invasion of Okinawa and 
was in combat for 62 days on the island 
before receiving delayed orders stating he 
was too old to take part in the shootings, 
By that time, Okinawa was secured. 

Besides the new club house, which in- 
creased by 4,000 the seating capacity of 
the track, a new six-lane road from the 
East has been constructed. and new park: 
ing facilities added at the North end of the 
stands. The grandstand ramp has been 
extended 284 feet, and now reaches to 
the quarter-pole. At all admission gates. 
a new type turnstile arrangement has been 
installed, combining the selling and tak- 
ing of tickets into one operation, and there 
are now 58 admission gates instead of the 
former maximum of thirty. Our California 
stables are here in force, as usual. but 
Hollywood Park could use a Citation, a 
Coaltown, or a Free America. We have 
nothing here that can beat them, but if 
and when other colts give up chasing Calu- 
met, there are a lot of horsemen out this 
way who are anxious to have a run, at 
least, at the champions. 
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Bull Lea’s Get Setting a Pace 
Which Threatens Record 


In 1947 the get of Calumet Farm’s Bull 
Lea earned the phenomenal total of $1.- 


959.718 (American Racing Manual fig- 
ures). At the middle of May their total. 


according to all-monies statistics then kept 
by THE BLoop-Horse, was about $400.- 
000. This year the Bull Leas are setting 
a pace which suggests the eclipse of the 
1947 record.

Because its purse-strings were strained 
last year THE in 1948 re- 
verted to its previous practice of keeping 
statistics on the basis of winning monies 
only. In the subjoined list of sires of win- 
ners this year Bull Lea stands at the top 
with a total of $262.360. However. sta- 
tistics here given include only the racing 
in North America through Saturday, May 
8. On the following Saturday Citation 
won the Preakness Stakes and Faultless 
captured the $75,000 added Gallant Fox 
Handicap. 

The first monies in these two races 
brought Bull Lea’s total first monies for 
the year to $414.530. Since Citation has 
no rival in the 3-year-old division, ex- 
cepting possibly his own stablemate Coal- 
town, also by Bull Lea, and since Fault- 
less appears to have returned to his best 
form, it now appears likely that Bull 
Lea’s total may surpass the 1947 record. 

The success of the Calumet horses has 
had the effect of anchoring most of the 
previous candidates for the post of honor 
as leading sire. 

Leader in number of winners through 
May 8 was the syndicate-owned Grand 
Slam, which stands at Henry Knight’s 
Almahurst Farm, near Lexington. The 
leader in number of wins is the former 
Woolford Farm stallion Bow to Me. now in 
Cuba. where many of the 1948 successes 
of his get have been registered. 

The following list gives the first-monies 
total credited to all stallions whose get 


have won in North America through May 
8, with the exception of races at a few 
small tracks not yet posted. Imported 
stallions are indicated, as usual. by an as- 


terisk (*). Horses standing in foreign 


countries are indicated by Eng. (Eng- 
land). Fr. (France), S.A... (South 
America). Aus. (Australia). Jam. (Ja- 


maica, B. W. I.). Irish horses are not dis- 
tinguished from those in England. 

In a few instances, no earnings are cred- 
ited to sires of winners (as in the case of 
Mid-day Sun. for example). This is be- 
cause the winner or winners gained vic- 
tories at Camden, S. C., and similar tracks 
where trophies were awarded instead of 
money.

No Use Breaking Up Calumet- 


Diversion Causes More Damage 


A trainer remarked at Keeneland last 
Sunday morning that the only way to 
avoid Calumet is to “stay home or ship to 
Winnipeg.” 

It was humorous exaggeration. of 
course. But in fact. Pimlico and Jamaica 
were arid places to be with stakes horses 
on May 15. In the Preakness it was Cal- 
umet all the way with Citation, in the Gal- 
lant Fox it was Calumet with Faultless 
and Fervent at the only station that mat- 
tered. 

Back in 1944 there had been an inti- 
mation of this invincibility, but nobody 
thought it was likely to become a habit. 
On May 6 of that spring. Warren Wright's 
Calumet Farm stable had won the Ken- 
tucky Derby with Pensive while Sun Again 
was winning the Dixie Handicap at Pim- 
lico. 

Then there was a lull, but it didn’t last. 
The Wright establishment began to play 
double or nothing again this spring. when 
on April 17 it won the Ben Ali Handicap 
at Keeneland with Fervent. the Chesa- 
peake Stakes at Havre de Grace with 
Citation. 

Since there was no major counter-at- 
traction on May 1. making a similar di- 
vision of forces worth while. Calumet con- 
centrated on the Derby. finished one-two 
with Citation and Coaltown. But on May 
15 there was another double to be picked 
up. the Preakness at Pimlico, the Gallant 
Fox at Jamaica. Citation finished on the 
head end at Pimlico, Faultless and Fer- 
vent did everything but dead-heat in the 
Gallant Fox. 

William Helis won three stakes at three 
tracks on a single afternoon last year. a 
feat that Calumet probably could dupli- 
cate or surpass without strain. But never 
before in American Turf history had two 
such rich and important stakes fallen to 
one man’s stable on one day. The Preak- 
ness netted $91,870 (plus a $2.500 nom- 
inator’s award). the Gallant Fox brought 
in $75.300 in first and second money. That 
made $169,670 on the day, including the 
nominator’s award. 


SAME ENDING. Whether the Calumet 
story is recited in relation to dollars, 
races won, or breeding success, it comes 
out spectacularly. Through the Preak- 
and the Gallant Fox, the stable 
trained by Ben and Jimmie Jones had 
earned $500,410. It had accounted for 41 
races won, including 13 stakes. This time 
last year Calumet had won 58 races (in-

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cluding 12. stakes). and $430.991. It 
ended the season with all-time record 
earnings of $1.402.436. 

The victories of Faultless and Citation 
added heavily to the 1948 record of their 
sire. Bull Lea. (See page 375, this issue.) 
They brought the total earnings of his get 
well past $400.000 for

The details of the Preakness are easily 
accounted for: over a heavy track, Eddie 
Arearo sent Citation to the lead with a 
first quarter in :2445.

One of the four Marcel Boussac stal- 
lions imported to Kentucky last year by 
a syndicate of breeders was *Priam 2nd. 
whose photograph, taken recently by J. 
C. Meadors. appears on the cover of this 
week’s issue of THE BLoop-Horse. 

*Priam 2nd stands at Henry H. 
Knight’s Almahurst Farm in Jessamine 
County. a few miles from Lexington. The 
stud season he is now concluding is his 
second; he entered service as a stallion in 
France in 1947. 

He inherits much of the exceptional 
bodily development of his sire, Pharis. 
which. though he ran only three times. is 
frequently described as the best race 
horse in the modern history of the French 
Turf. His dam, the good producer 
Djezima, is by Asterus, most successful 
French broodmare sire of recent years. 
The second dam, Heldifann, is by *Dur- 
bar 2nd out of the noted racer and pro- 
ducer Banshee, whose American-bred_ par- 
ents were Irish Lad and the great mare 
Frizette, by Hamburg. 

A racer of high class at the shorter and 
middle distances, *Priam 2nd has a record 
in keeping with the fashion established by 
the most successful importations from 
France. As a 2-year-old in 1943 he 
headed the French free handicap. a pound 
above his noted stablemate Ardan, also by 
Pharis. Illness early in his 3-year-old 
season reduced his activity that year. but 
he won two of his four races. At four he 
was second on the free handicap of older 
horses, about a pound below Ardan, and 
at five he was again near the top.

est since the distance was established gt 
1,*; miles in 1924. But statisticians could 
note that his victory was Calumet’s fourth, 
the Jones Boys’ fourth (two apiece), Cal. 
umet’s second in a row (Faultless won it 
last year). Arcaro’s second. 

Citation was the shortest-priced win. 
ner since pari-mutuels were introduced at 
the track in 1911. But the four-horse 
field did not establish a new low: only 
Japhet ran against Buddhist in 1889, 


AND AT NEW YORK. If precedent 
had counted, Stymie would have won the 
Gallant Fox Handicap at Jamaica. Mrs, 
Ethel D. Jacobs’ millionaire-apparent was 
third in 1944, first in 1946 and 1947, But 
those were other years—and another dis. 
tance. 

Trainer Ben Jones. who had taken Fer. 
vent. Faultless, Bewitch. and Whirl Some 
to New York while his son stayed at Pim- 
lico with Citation. elected to saddle Fer. 
vent in the Gallant Fox. And N. L. Pier 
son, the regular Calumet rider, was 
aboard him. Tommy Carroll saddled 
Faultless and gave a leg up to Hedley 
Woodhouse. 

The Calumet duo was in considerably 
deeper water than Citation was at Balti- 
more. The opposition included the afore: 
said Stymie, which was overdue for a vic- 
tory; the very competent Gallorette, quite 
evidently in good form; and_ such other 
contenders as Knockdown, Elpis. But Why 
Not. and *Miss Grillo, all hard runners. 

It may have been planned by Ben Jones 
to send Faultless out on the pace. saving 
Fervent to hold off Stymie when he made 
his run in the stretch. That’s how the 
race started. But Faultless. after going 
past Gallorette and Knockdown, _ had 
something in reserve for the last furlong, 
and held on to beat Fervent a head. Gal: 
lorette ran gamely and took third money. 
Incline was fourth. Stymie closed boldly 
in the stretch but the leaders weren't back 
ing up to him, and he came in fifth. 

Faultless’ victory wasn’t the first Gal 
lant Fox triumph for a Calumet-bred. but 
it was the first for the Calumet colors 
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. Other starter, Better Self 126. 


Some Chance had won the race in 1944, 
but by then he had been sold by Mr. 
Wright to A. S. Hewitt. 

Normally run at a mile and five furlongs 
in the fall, the Gallant Fox this year was 
at 1,3; miles. The change was occasioned 
by the fact that Jamaica took all its rac- 
ing in the spring this year, and will not 
conduct a fall meeting. 

It had been conceded by nearly every- 
one that Citation was to win the Preak- 
ness. but Calumet’s one-two in the Gallant 
Fox must have been disquieting to the 
trainers of handicap horses. Armed is 
temporarily out of the way, but Fervent 
and Faultless are very much in evidence.

Faultless was foaled April 29, 1944, at Warren 
Wright’s Calumet Farm, Lexington. At two he 
was campaigned lightly, but toward the end of 
the season he gained a pair of stakes placings: a 
third to Royal Governor and Bastogne in the six- 
furlong Sagamore Stakes, a second to his. stable- 
mate Fervent in the 1;4-mile Walden Stakes. 

At year’s end he was ranked in the sixth flight 
of the Experimental Handicap, at 119 pounds. This 
was level with Cosmic Missile and Donor, four 
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pounds below Fervent (and Education), seven 
pounds below Cosmic Bomb, Double Jay. and 


First Flight, the 126-pound leaders. 

During the following winter he grew beyond his 
Experimental size, won the Flamingo Stakes, Hia- 
leah Park’s Derby. In the spring he accounted 
for the Blue Grass Stakes and the Derby Trial, 
was a close-up third in Jet Pilot’s Derby, then 
won the Preakness and the Withers. Shortly be- 
fore the Belmont Stakes he lost his form. was re- 
tired after the race and did not race again until 
January of this year. 

The Gallant Fox Handicap was his first stakes 
win, third stakes placing of 1948. He was second 
(to Contest) in the Edward Burke Handicap at 
Havre de Grace. third to Kitchen Police in the 
Damon Runyon Handicap at Tropical Park. 

His dam, Unerring, was barren in 1947, had a 
bay colt by Bull Lea this spring.

A draft of 23 French yearlings (10 
fillies. 13 colts) has arrived at P. L. Gris- 
som’s Duntreath Farm, Lexington. They 
will be prepared for sale to American 
buyers. 

The French-breds. under the care of Dr. 
Robert Lesaffre. veterinarian from the 
training center at Chantilly, near Paris, 
arrived in good physical condition, con- 
sidering their long voyage by boat. To 
avoid a possible tie-up because of the 
threatened railway strike. they were van- 
ned from New York to Lexington. 

Dr. Lesaffre. who had flown to the U. 
S. last fall with the shipment of syndi- 
cate-owned French stallions now at Alma- 
hurst and Circle M Farms. said the year- 
lings were owned by the following breed- 
ers: CC. Victor Thomas, Jean Couturie. 
Pierre Chederville. Eugene Nomine, Max 
Fonlupt. Jean Desbons, and Messrs. Ber- 
nier, de la Palmira, and Fossorier. 

It is the desire of the French breeders. 
he said, to use the money obtained from 
the sale of the yearlings to purchase an 
American stallion of the Fair Play line. a 
bloodstrain they desire to introduce to 
France. (This declaration suggests an ex- 
pectation that the French stud book will 
change its present policy, which bars most 
American stock. ) 

“These selections.” commented the Par- 
isian racing paper Sport-Complet recently. 
“will tempt American sportsmen. We are 
certain that this first exportation will 
prove a great success and that it will open 
a new outlet for our breeding.” 

Details of selling the yearlings have not 
been determined. Depending on how 
quickly they arrive at top sales form, they 
will be sold either at auction or privately.

Four Million Mark 


On April 30, 1934, in the first race at 
Churchill Downs. a colt named Leelarious, 
ridden by Don Meade, came over sharply 
from No. 7 post position shortly after the 
start. One of the green 2-year-olds which 
was shuffled back in the resulting confu- 
sion was a colt called Top Dog, which, 
like 11 of the 12 starters, was running 
his first race. 

Anthony Pascuma was riding Top Dog. 
He steadied the youngster, hung to the 
rail as they rounded the turn, went to the 
outside in the last furlong and won by a 
little more than a length. 

The race was worth $450 to the owner of 
the winner, young E. E. Dale Shaffer. 
It was the first winner he had bred. It 
was the first winner for the young sire 
*Bull Dog, which had been imported from 
France because he was a full brother to 
*Sir Gallahad 3rd. 

Of late years the people at Coldstream 
Stud have winced perceptibly whenever 
they have heard *Bull Dog called a bro- 
ther to *Sir Gallahad 3rd. For a long 
time the younger brother has been able 
to stand on his own reputation. The two 
have made the most successful combina- 
tion of brothers in the history of American 
breeding. 

On May 8, 1948, the second race at Ja- 


maica, for 2-year-olds, was won by Mrs.

He earned $2,600. It was enough, by the 
calculations in the office at Coldstream 
Stud, to put the earnings of *Bull Dog’s 
get above $4,000,000, the first time such a 
mark had been reached in American rac- 
ing. 

*Bull Dog had reached the four-million 
mark a nose ahead of *Sir Gallahad 3rd. 
For the latter exact figures were not 
available, but it was virtually certain that 
the American earnings of the older brother 
would reach the same point very shortly. 

But when his whole record was con- 
sidered, with French and English win- 
nings included (539,712 francs and £25.- 
85734). *Sir Gallahad 3rd was still ahead. 
With the foreign races included at their 
approximate equivalent in dollars, his total 
at the end of 1947 was $4,088,878, not in- 
cluding small winnings in foreign steeple- 
chases. He had been the first stallion 
whose get had earned a total of $4,000,000 
anywhere in the world. *Bull Dog nosed 
him out in reaching that total in American 
racing alone. 

(Dollar-wise, the record of *Sir Galla- 
had 3rd suffered from the fact that several 
of his best sons were sent to race in Eng- 
land, where purses are smaller than in 


the U. S.). 


However the race between the two bro- 
thers may turn out, it appears almost cer- 
tain that the record eventually will be 
taken by *Bull Dog’s son Bull Lea. The 
Calumet stallion’s get are now in their 
sixth year of racing. Their total at the 
end of 1947 was $2.638.659. In less than 


five months this year they earned an addi- 
tional $414,530 in first monies only. Bull 
Lea is already at work on his fourth mil- 
lion. 

Among *Bull Dog’s 50 stakes winners 
are two which have won $200,000 each 
(Occupation. Occupy) and three others 
with $100,000 each (Canina, The Doge, 
Our Boots). *Sir Gallahad 3rd’s 60 stakes 
winners include one which went above 
$300.000 (Gallant Fox). four others above 
$100.000 (Fenelon, Fighting Fox, Gallant 
Sir. Vagrancy). Bull Lea has five above 
$200.000 (Armed. Citation, Bewitch, Fault. 
less. Twilight Tear). two others above 
$100.000 (Good Blood, Twosy). 


Lismore Farm Manager 


Buford Nash, veteran Kentucky horse. 
man and breeder, has assumed the man- 
agement of A. F. Wall’s Lismore Farm, at 
Lexington.

We had a strong reminder of this 
at Moonee Valley on April 27, when the 
Alister Clark Stakes, a new race of £5,000 
at ten furlongs, was won by Money Moon 
(Manitoba—Lovely Scotland) in a mag- 
nificent finish with Fine Fettle (Tudor 
King—Geyser) with the grand old cam- 
paigner, Valcurl (Valiant Chief—Curlis) 
in third position. On a very slow track, 
the time was 2:0734. 

The sensation was provided at the 
straight entrance, where Money Moon was 
the leader by inches from Fine Fettle, 
with Columnist, the only other horse with 


a winning chance, close behind them. 
Columnist’s rider, Harold Badger, was 


seeking an opening on the rails or hoping 
for a “split” between the two leaders. 
Neither presented itself and Badger, with 
Columnist going like the wind, was forced 
to switch his mount quickly to the out- 
side to prevent him becoming unbalanced. 
Columnist was travelling like a sure 
winner, but there was a gasp from the 
crowd as he slipped on the greasy surface 
of the turf. His legs collapsed from under 
him and he and Badger sprawled on the 
ground. It was so unexpected that many 
people forgot to watch the finish, in which 
Fine Fettle more than once seemed cer- 
tain to beat Money Moon. Money Moon 
has a heart like a lion, though, and _pre- 
vailed by inches in a camera finish. 
Badger told me after the race that Col- 
umnist was certain to have won. Fortun- 
ately, he said, the horse fell so awkwardly 


that he threw him well clear of flying 
hooves. Neither horse nor rider was hurt. 

The starting-price bookmakers would 
have howled like wounded dingoes_ if 
Columnist had scored. Few people on 
the course could understand why, when 
attached to a heavy betting stable, Colum- 
nist’s price in the betting eased slowly 
from 7 to 2 to 6 to 1. 

It transpired afterwards that a smart 
Sydney commissioner had invested £6,500 
on Columnist at starting price odds. You 
can work out what the result should have 
been without turning to the office compto- 
meter. Starting price is a huge business 
here, but so it is all over the world and 
always will be. 

Columnist (Genetout—Pen Name) was 
having his first race for a month and his 
fall caused his connections to cancel his 
engagement in the King’s Cup in Adelaide 
on May 15. Royal Gem and Fine Fettle 
shared favoritism in the Alister Clark 
Stakes at 5 to 1. Royal Gem failed to 
handle the very heavy going and was 
beaten before the turn was reached. 

Old St. Fairy was another to get almost 
bogged in the mud, but the honors of the 
race were with Money Moon, which started 
at 16 to 1 and was ridden by Reg Heather, 
one of our leading senior jockeys. 

Money Moon is to all intents and pur- 
poses an English-bred horse, his sire and 
dam having been imported from Eng- 
land. He cost about 700 guineas as a 
yearling and has now won £10,395. 

He is named after a novel written by 
Jeffrey Farnol and belongs to Mr. Mal- 
colm P. Reid, a wealthy Adelaide business 
man who races mostly for the sport. 

Mr. Reed is a modest bettor but had the 
thrill of his life when his horse won the 
Clark Stakes, which is the richest 114 
mile race in Australia. 

Next year the Clark will be worth prob- 
ably £7,000, as the progressive Moonee 
Valley people, of whom Bill Cox—he was 
in Lexington in 1946—is the moving spirit, 


are not afraid to provide big stakes for 
all types of races. 

The crowd of 51,000 people at Moonee 
Valley on April 27 was 5,000 greater than 
the previous record. On six races, the 
tote clerks handled £120,000, solid betting 
for that number of events. Almost £30,- 
000 was wagered on the tote on the Alister 
Clark Stakes after which race there was a 
colorful ceremony which could well be 
copied by other Australian clubs. 

Mr. Alister Clark, a world-famous rosa- 
rian and daffodil fancier, has been chair- 
man of the Moonee Valley Racing Club 
for 30 years without a break. After the 
race, the winning owner, trainer, and rider 
each was presented with a huge sheaf of 
roses grown by Mr. Clark at his lovely 
Bulla gardens about 15 miles from Mel- 
bourne. 

Mr. Clark has an international reputa- 
tion with his daffodils, which recently 
earned him one of the most coveted medals 
issued in London for them. 

Adelaide, South Australia, will be the 
mecca next month when the King’s Cup 
will be run at Morphettville on May 15. 
I am packing the bags this week and 
away to one of the most delightful spots 
in this country. 


Matriarchy of French Gem 


French Gem, a daughter of the dead 
Beau Fils (son of Son-in-Law, from Fis- 
sion, daughter of Valais or Chrysolaus) 
is rapidly becoming one of the most 
famous broodmares in Australian stud 
history. She had three sons racing on 
Saturday, April 17. Two of them won 
and the most famous of all—Royal Gem— 
figured in a sensational incident at Men- 
tone. 

Royal Gem is, with the retirement of 
Russia (by Excitement). the biggest stakes 
winner in training in Australia. This son 
of Dhoti (by Dastur) and French Gem, 
has won more than £25,000 in stakes and

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last week was hurried from Adelaide—- 
nearly 500 miles—to run at Mentone as a 
preliminary to tackling the Alister Clark 
Stakes of £5,000 at Moonee Valley on 
April 26. 


Weighted at 145 pounds, Royal Gem 
started favorite at 5 to 4 for the Powers- 
court Handicap of six furlongs at Men- 
tone, but as the barrier lifted, he went 
about two strider, whirled on his near 
fore-leg like a ballet dancer. and un- 
seated his rider, H. Patching, to the horror 
of punters who had bet more than their 
limit on the supposed good thing. 

Royal Gem did not get the run his 
connections wanted and now will tackle 
Columnist (Genetout—Pen Name). St. 
Fairy (St. Magnus)—Fairy Princess) and 
other first-class horses in the Clark Stakes 
without a run under his belt. Royal Gem 
has not raced in the true sense of the 
word since winning the Newmarket Handi- 
cap under 135 pounds at Flemington on 
February 28. 

Royal Gem’s home town is Adelaide, the 
lovely city at the foot of the Mt. Lofty 
slopes in South Australia. It was there 
that French Gem’s other sons, Beau Gem 
and Crown Gem, raced and won to keep 
up family tradition. Beau Gem was, as 
many of you will remember, winner of the 
Victoria Derby at Flemington last Novem- 
ber. 

Beau Gem ran in a race for 3-year-olds 
at Victoria Park on April 17. Burdened 
with 148 pounds, he scampered over 714 
furlongs in the good time of 1:32. He 
won by eight lengths, which did not say 
much for the 3-year-olds opposed to him. 
It was Beau Gem’s first win since his suc- 
cess in the Victoria Derby, top 3-year-old 


classic in Australia. He was to have his 
next start in the South Australian Jockey 
Club St. Leger in Adelaide on May 8 and 
you will not be able to back him. 

Beau Gem is, by the way, a grandson of 
Hyperion, his sire being Helios. Crown 
Gem is a full brother to Royal Gem. An 
hour after Beau Gem had scored, Crown 
Gem won a race of 11 furlongs in rather 
good style, but he is not in the same class 
as Royal Gem and Beau Gem. 

French Gem was herself no dunce as a 
race mare. She was successful on numer- 
ous occasions. Her best win was in the 
Oaks at Flemington. Her dam, 
(Valais or Chrysolaus—Hyppolyte, by Lin- 
acre, son of Wolf’s Crag), is another re- 
markable broodmare. 


Fission 


Fission, which is still at the stud, was 
bred in 1925 and has had a foal almost 
every season. At least ten of them have 
been winners and two, Budapest and Great 
Divide, were winning races in India before 
the start of World War II. Her filly at 
the 1947 sales fetched 2,850 guineas and 
has yet to win. Her 1948 yearling fetched 
1,150 guineas. 

Although there is an official doubt as to 
the sire of Fission, she has all the char- 
acteristics of a Valais mare. Valais, once 
sold in this country for 14,000 guineas, 
sired Heroic, sire of *Ajax, which is now 
in California. 

The race in which the Royal Gem inci- 
dent at Mentone rocked punters was won 
by a useful sprinter named Nestor. 


Nestor is by Caithness, whose sire, 
Coronach, is still at the stud in New Zea- 
land. He wins his share of races. 


GOGGLES BY McCOY 


On April 30, 1920, an 18-year-old ap. 
prentice named Jimmy McCoy rode his 
first winner. It was at the old Associa. 
tion track, at Lexington. His mount was 
the 3-year-old filly Inquiry. At slightly 
better than 10 to 1, she was the longest 
shot in the race, but to McCoy she looked 
as good as Man o’ War. He rushed her 
into the lead. won easily by two lengths 
over six others. 

On April 30. 1948, Jockey Jimmy Me. 
Coy, now a grandfather, was still around 
the race tracks. He did not have a mount 
that day, but a few days later he had a 
leg up on Stoney, in the eighth race at 
Garden State Park. Stoney had the slows, 
finished last in a field of 11. But the race 
was something of an occasion: Stoney jis 
trained by William F. McCoy, son of the 
veteran rider. 

During his early days as a jockey, Me- 
Coy caused something of a sensation by 
wearing goggles to protect his eyes from 
flying dirt during a race. He was kidded 
about it considerably, and at one track 
the officials were asked to decide if the 
goggles were “legal.” They ruled in Me. 
Coy’s favor. Ever since he first wore them, 
he has been known as “Goggles.” 

At the height of his career he rode such 
fast horses as Myrtlewood and Clang. 
“All you had to do with them was sit 
tight and hang on. When they turned it 
on, you were almost left in empty space.” 

McCoy also is known in Turf history 
for having ridden the longest-priced win- 
ner of 1927. It was Rock Sugar, which 
won at the New Orleans Fair Grounds at 
224 to 1. “Goggles” has a alternate nick- 


name: “Longshot” McCoy.

Under Mr. Riddle’s colors he compiled an out- 
standing record. In 25 starts through five seasons. 
he won 14 races and was second seven times, earn- 
ing £18.889. He accounted for many of Australia’s 
leading stakes and handicaps. 
at distances of from five furlongs to 14% miles. 
One of his most sensational victories was in the 
George Main Stakes. in which he ran a mile in 
1:34% under 129 pounds. 

Upon the death of Mr. Riddle in 1947, *Shan- 
non 2nd was sold at auction in the shortest and 
most dramatic sale in Australian Turf history. The 
bidding lasted just a minute and 15 seconds. It 
opened at 10,000 guineas, moved to 15,000. then 
20.000, 25,000. A representative of W. J. Smith. a 
Sydney business man. bid 26.000, and got the horse. 
The price was approximately equivalent to $88,140. 

Mr. Smith previously had bought *Beau Pere. 
*Reading 2nd, *Ajax, and other horses which soon 
found American purchasers, and the announcement 
long in forthcoming that *Shannon 2nd 
had been sold to Harry Curland, wh ooperates a 
race track catering service in California. But the 
deal was called off when it was reported that The 
Jockey Club might not accept *Shannon 2nd_ for 
registration in the American Stud Book because of 
doubtful ancestry. 

After the Curland-Smith transaction had _ been 
called off, *Shannon 2nd was bought by Neil S. 
McCarthy, California attorney, who breeds and 
Thoroughbreds. Early last December the 
stewards of The Jockey Club granted 
for the horse to race in the U. S. Later he was 
accepted fully for inclusion in the stud book.

In the same crop was King’s Feast, sold for $800, 
winner of 15 races and $20,015; Get Good, sold for $850, winner of 16 
races and $17,190, the stakes winner, Bold Question, sold for $3,000, win- 
ner of 19 races and $47,055, and many others.

A. C. Ernst Dies; 


Farm to Continue 


A. C. Ernst. whose seven-letter 
horses enjoyed the height of their success 
in 1943 and 1944, was having lunch at 
the Union Club in Cleveland on May 13 
when he suddenly became ill. He was 
taken to the Lakeside Hospital. where he 
died that night. His death, physicians 
said. was caused by an arterial congestion 
in the abdomen. 

His unexpected death removed from the 
list of American owners and breeders a 
name which probably would have played 
a larger role in the years ahead than in 
the past. Last year. when he engaged 
Lou P. Doherty to manage his farm at 
Lexington, his instructions were, in ef- 
fect: Buy the breeding stock necessary 
to produce first-class horses. 

Alwin Charles Ernst, born in Cleveland 
July 26. 1881. was managing partner of 
the accounting firm of Ernst and Ernst, 
which had 50 offices in the United States. 
plus others in Canada and England. The 
firm, founded in 1903, brought him great 
wealth, but never cut his time so short 
as to remove him from the field of civic 
leadership. In this respect few men in 
racing had so distinguished a record as 
he. 

His long record of service embraced 
many different interests. By 1908 he was 
trustee of the Y. W. C. A. in Cleveland, 
and he held the position for forty years. 
He was a trustee and contributor to 
Wooster College. and held honorary de- 
grees from Wooster and Kenyon Colleges. 
He was a trustee of four other schools. 

He was one of the early organizers of 
the Community Chest. and was twice 
president of the Chamber of Commerce. 
When the Great Lakes Exposition in 1936 
found itself without funds to pay $200,- 
000 worth of bills, Mr. Ernst wrote his 
personal check for the amount and took 
an unsecured note; his emergency sup- 
port allowed the show to go on to suc- 
cess, 

Among his numerous interests were the 
Cleveland Orchestra, the Cleveland Mu- 
seum of Art, the Cleveland Clinic, the 
Northern Ohio Opera Association, the 
National Air Races of Cleveland. Inc. 
Several times he was called in by State 
and Federal Governments for specia! 
services; on one of these occasions he 
served on a committee of three appointed 
by William G. McAdoo, secretary of the 
treasury in the first World War. to make 
plans for the first Liberty Loan. 

Mr. Ernst came late to racing. He 
was fond of horses and hunting, was a

member of the Chagrin Valley Hunt, and 
a next-door neighbor to another noted 
Clevelander. Crispin Oglebay. who raced 
on a small scale with excellent ‘success. 
In 1932 he registered with The Jockey 
Club a gelding called Al Sat. which had 
no success except in holding the interest 
of his owner. In 1934 he bred a horse 
called Al au Feu. a modest winner which 
carried on for years. Around him ac- 
cumulated a small stable of horses whose 
names all begin with Al. 

In the spring of 1937 he bought from 
Col. E. R. Bradley a 190-acre section of 
Idle Hour Stock Farm. There he sent 
Pat O'Neill. Irish horseman who had been 
in his employ for nearly twenty years. 
O'Neill equipped the farm with residence, 
barns, fences, roads, raised its acreage to 
256, managed it until last year, when he 
resigned. 

All the Ernst horses had names begin- 
ning with Al. After a few years all the 
names became seven-letter words. Jack 
Skirvin, the trainer, in one period of 19 
racing days in 1943, May 29 through June 
19, started the seven-letter horses 14 times. 
won 11 races, including Alorter’s Joliet 
Stakes and Aletern’s Francis S. Peabody 
Memorial and La Salle Handicaps . 

Most successful of the Ernst racers was 
Aletern, which won the Suburban Handi- 


cap of 1944, 144 miles in 2:01 1/5, with 
his stablemate Alquest third.  Aletern 
and Alquest are now in the stud at the 
Ernst Farm. Alorter, in which Mr. Ernst 
kept a half interest, is now standing at 
Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm, Lexing. 
ton. 

At the Ernst Farm there are now 16 
broodmares, including the recently pur. 
chased Ariel Song. In the racing stable 
are other potential broodmares, including 
Alfoxie. Alablue. and the high-class Ar. 
gentine filly *Nina Bruja, a recent ad 
dition, now in training in New York. 

A committee of three of his Cleveland 
partners has been set up to continue Mr, 
Ernst’s business. including the operation 
of the farm and racing stable. Four 
daughters survive Mr. Ernst: Mrs. Peter 
Hallaran, Mrs. Tinkham Veale 2nd. Mrs. 
Douglas Wick. and Miss Joan Ernst, all 
of Gates Mills. Ohio. There are five 
grandchildren. Mrs. Ernst. who, like her 
husband. had many civic. cultural. and 
charitable interests. died December 27, 
1947. 

Mr. Doherty. manager of the farm, has 
been instructed to proceed with the pol- 
icies laid out by Mr. Ernst. He expects 
the farm and the racing stable to con- 
tinue as before.
